against being held, the immigration 
officials said they had received an or­ 
der from Washington to detain the 
party.

Both the dancer and her husband 
were much disconcerted when they ap­ 
peared before the immigration offi­ 
cials in the grand salon of the Paris 
and were told they could not leave the 
ship, at least for the time being. 
“I am an American girl,” exc’c.im- 
ed the dancer, “and am proud of it, 
but I will never go to Ellis Island.

will return to Paris on this ship be­ 
fore I will suffer the indignity of lik­
